This pe- 
tition is signed by the officers ot the 
northern aseooiation of Sons ot Veterans 
•ad is called forth by the ease of Ospt. 
Jamea Lyons, who is commander ot one 
of the Chicago camps ot the order and 
who has recently resigned as second 
lieutenant of company M, 2d regiment, 
Illinois national gvaid. 
• 


It will be remembered that Oapt. 


Ljone, while matching at the head of his 
camp in the parade on Memorial day, 
was arrested by order of his superior; 
officer and compelled to take his place 
with the company of the national guard 
in the procession.- Lyons immediately 
sent in his resignation to the adjutant- 
general, to take effect iTuly 31, imme- 
diately after the close of his term of duty 
at Camp Lincoln. Upon his arrival at 
Camp Lincoln he was promptly relieved 
by Col. Judd, bat appealed his case to 
the adjutant-general, who set aside the 
order relieving him and allowed him to 
serve out his time. 


The affair seems fated to become of 
political importance from the fact that 
the national guard has within its ranks 
over 900 members of the order ot Bone of 
Veterans, which order has a membership 
of about 8,000 iu the state, thoroughly 
organized, and full of esprit dn corps. In 
the present legislature are 27 members of 
the order who voted for the militia ap- 
propriation last winter, and in case ot 
their re-election they would not be likely 
to forget their affiliation with the order. 


With 8 state election in the near fu- 
ture the governor may find the petition 
a troublesome thing to handle.

He did not think he 
inght to disolve the injunction, because 
the city authorities would at once remove 
the track by force, which would probably 
jreoipitate a riot, in which case several 
ives might be last, The oity council had 
no right or power to decide whether the 
corporation was laying the tracks in com- 
pliance with the ordinance. The only 
nay to regulate it was to go to the courts. 
[n the meantimeVwork on the proposed 
improvement will be stopped. 
J. Oh Imboden on Feeding Cattle. 


In the Breeder's Gazette John O, Im- 


>oden, of Deoatur, 111., gives his experi- 
ence in fattening thirty-three Shorthorns, 
fifteen Herefords, two Polled-Angus, and 
one Holetein-Friesian. They were fed 
ust five months, and twelve of the steers 
made an average gain of 35X1 pounds each. 
Their average weight' was 1209 pounds, 
and they sold for $6,15. Fifteen 2-year- 
olde averaged 1400 pounds, and sold for 
[6.90 per 100 pounds. The remainder 
vere slaughtered at home, and averaged 
[200 pounds each, making choice beet. 
He says the fifty-one steers were fed 


about eighteen bushels of corn at one 
«ed at 9 or 10 o'clock each morning. The 
ironghs wero mode clean before each 
ceding, and there would be from one to 
two bushels of com token from the 
roughs each morning for the hogs. He 
lad seventy-one light hogs with the cat- 
lie. Tbe last hundred days he fed about 
three pounds ot oil cake per steer each 
day. The steers were dehorned. 


Mr, Imboden says in conclusion: "I 
will say that my experience with two 
years' feeding has been that it costs two 
reeks' full feeding to dehorn a steer, but 
or close feeding it pays. That well-bred 
'earling steers in full flesh suit me best 
o put in the feed lot, and when they are 
ipe in the spring they are quick sellers, 
me Hereford steers make lees gain in 
be feed lot than Shorthorns of equal 
ireeding, but would get ripe sooner than 
he Shorthorns or Angus. That one 
loletein-Friesian in the feed lot at a 
hue is enongb. That show cattle can be 
made without feeding three or four times 
ier day, and it does not take an expert 
o do it." ___^^____^

This question is causing a 
great deal of discussion at the present 
moment, as it is being revealed that alum 
is being used as a substitute for cream ol 
tarter in baking powders. A story is 
told that a very large percentage of the 
baking powders sold on the market con- 
tain either alum or ammonia, and many 
otthem contain botn these pernicious 
drugs. Much timely alarm is felt at thi 
wholesale use of alum in bread, bisonil 
and pastry. To young children, growing 
girls, persons of weakly frame, alum 
bread eaten morning, noon and evening 
is the most harmful. 
It ia the small 


quantities taken at every meal that do 
the mischief. 
Alum is cheap, costing 


but two or three cents a pound, while 
cream of tartar costs 30o, aed the high 
price of cream tartar has led cheap bak- 
ing powder to be made of alum. If the 
reader wants to know something of the 
corrosive qualities of alum let him touch 
a piece to his tongue, then reflect how it 
acts on tho tender delicate ooata ot the 
stomach.

Kev. W. H. Bole?, who is a minister of 


the Christian church, and holds the posi- 
tion of state organizer in the F. M. B. A. 
cause, delivered a radical prohibition 
speech at the Ohantauqna yesterday 
afternoon, and in the course of the dis- 
cussion of his theme, "The Liquor Power, 
proceeded to hurl what many would con- 
sider wild charges at the nation. Start- 
ing with the President and coming down 
through the old political parties, in vari- 
ous branches of business, in the pulpit, 
in the pews, in the schools, in the relig- 
ious and secular press, charging that 
each and all were controlled and influ- 
enced by the liquor power to snob an ex- 
tent that now but no interest is taken in 
the work ol suppressing the liquor traffic 
compared to the interest manifested II 
or 16 years ago. Mr. Boles was especially 
particular in bis denunciation of the 
Christian ministry, the professing Chris- 
tians and the religious and secular press, 
pronouncing them moral cowards on the 
question of prohibition. The remarks 
uttered with amazing vehemence were 
not received with anything like enthusi- 
astic approval. Here and there a party 
would clap his hands. It must have been 
evident to the Eureka gentleman that he 
was alone in his opinions.

were M. J. Fanning end Col. Trevelick, 
the latter talking on "The Signs of the 
Times."

Orei, who is a olose observer of political 
event), in an interview in Chicago, by a 
representative of the Inter-Ocean, which 
was published in that paper this morn 
ing said: 


"There is more politics to the square 


inch in Central Illinois just now than 
during a presidential campaign, and peo- 
ple are giving more attention to National 
questions than ever before within my 
knowledge. But I don't see why Illinois 
or this country wants any politics at this 
time. The country was never before in 
so prosperous a condition, and every man 
gets a good day's pay for a good day's 
labor. That's all that is necessary in any 
country, and that's the reason there is no 
room in tha United States for a labor 
party, 


I wonder how the laboring men ot 


America, who are well fed, well clothed, 
and have comfortable homes expect to 
better themselves, anyhow? I go |to 
Europe twice every year, and have made 
a pretty thorough study of the labor con- 
ditions there. Why, the working people 
there are starving to death by the thous- 
ands, and there is a famine now all over 
Europe. 


I don't mean to say that the laboring 


people of this country don't deserve their 
prosperity, but i( is singular that they 
are unable to know when the are proa- 
perons. The good results of the McKin- 
ley bill are shown in the fact that wages 
are higher and the necessities and luxur- 
ies of life are cheaper than ever before in 
the history of the country. I believe, 
however, that the actual rank and file ol 
workingmen are 
perfectly contented 


with their condition. It is only a lot ol 
professional agitators who stir up discon- 
tent
